They were taken by 
surprise by a fire from the French batteries 
and forced to retire.. Reinforcements for the 
French, both men and stores, are constantly 
and rapidly arriving. It would appear that 
the Prussian advance has received a decided 
check at this point and a great battle can’t 
much longer be delayed, after which it is 
generally believed the future will not be so 
favorable to the Prussians. 

Paris August 13.—Dispatches to the Min- 
ister of War, of the recent reconnoisance 
made near the enemy, indicate that the Prus- 
siune bave an invading army of 750,000 men 
between Cologne and Rastudt. The chiefs of 
the French army are fully prepared to resist 
this torrent of invasion. Over 400,000 troops 
will in’ a day or two be united between the 
Vosges and Moselle. The bulk of the French 
army is now concentrating around «Metz, 
where the first detatchment of the corps: of 
McMahon and Failiey arrived yesterday. 
The retreat of troops wus made in good 
order. The abandonment ot Alsace by the 
French causes great anxiety and discontent 
at and near Strasbourg, which place is well 
provided with war material and provisions, 
but the garrison, it is feared, will not be able 
to hold out long. ° 

Loxpoy, August 13-—The Globe is inform- 
ed that the French army holds the best pos 
sible position dn the Moselle, and their front 
is at right angles with their line of communi- 
cation with Paris.
